Tonight I pay tribute to the memory of our Past Grand Patron, 
Brother William Gilchrist.

IRREGULARITIES AND DECISIONS 

Many of the same irregularities appear year after year and 
could be avoided if a more careful study of the Ritual, Constitution, 
and Book of Instruction were made by the Officers: 

1. —Requests for Dispensations not on proper forms. 

2. —Chapters affiliating with other Organizations by sponsoring 
drives for canvassing for funds for the Red Cross, Blind, Cancer, 
etc., in the name of the Eastern Star; sending members to represent 
and act on committees with other organizations in the name of the 
Eastern Star. 

3. —Treasurer’s receipt book in the hands of secretary instead 
of treasurer. 

4. —Officer, other than Worthy Patron or Associate Patron, 
signing for Secret Work and Labyrinth. 

5. —Chapters under the impression that it is necessary to have a 
Past Matron act as Marshal for Installation, when Chapter Marshal 
may perform this duty, and unless there is some valid reason why 
she cannot, she should be given the opportunity to do so. 

6. —Secretaries not using the seal of the Chapter according to 
Book of Instruction, Page 1, Section 3. 

7. -—Purple being used in collars and ribbons other than desig¬ 
nated by the Ritual—Page 19, last paragraph, fine print. We have 
only five Eastern Star Colors. 

8. —Chapters sending questions to the Grand Secretary instead 
of to the Worthy Grand Matron. 

9. —Chapters not just electing members for affiliation on Certi¬ 
ficate of Standing, but accepting them as members without first 
obtaining their Demit. 

* * * * 

DECISIONS OR RULINGS GIVEN 

1.—In case, where a member had been accepted on a Certificate 
of Standing in one Chapter (A) paying dues and name on Member¬ 
ship roll, without receiving Demit from Chapter (B). Ruled that 
as Chapter (A) was in error, member’s name to be stricken from 
this Chapter’s records, and Chapter (A) to pay dues to Chapter 
(B) to clear Member on the books and send Demit to said Member, 
and she present this to Chapter (A) and they affiliate her. 
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2. —When Subordinate Chapters have the O.E.S. and Christian 
flags, they may not be brought in by two flag bearers, dressed as 
officers and leading the march in the Ritualistic Opening and have 
extra chairs placed beside the Chaplain and the Marshal. Refer to 
Ritual, Page 23, fine print, last paragraph. 

3. —A District does not have authority to make rules of their own 
contrary to the Constitution or otherwise. They may send resol u- 
tions to Grand Chapter and if adopted these apply to the whole 
jurisdiction. Therefore, a District may not officially recognize a 
Past District Deputy Grand Matron’s pin. (Constitution, Page 16, 
Article X, Paragraph 9). 

4. —Decision—Ruled that by-laws that have been amended 
and were without signatures in the back, or date of amendment, 
you may have these necessary signatures mimeographed on slips of 
paper and pasted in the back of these by-laws. You will recall those 
you have given to Members and have this done. You will include 
the name of the Worthy Grand Matron who approved the amend¬ 
ments.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. —That a Memorial Page (or pages) be included in our pro¬ 
ceedings as tribute in memoriam to our departed Past Grand 
Matrons and Past Grand Patrons. ( Finance Committee). 

2. —That a picture of Sister Blanche Gardner, P.G.M., member 
of the Peace Garden Committee of General Grand Chapter, be 
included in our proceedings. ( Finance Committee). 

3. —That pictures of the Grand Officers and District Deputy 
Grand Matrons be included in the Proceedings in place of the 
Associate Grand Matron and Associate Grand Patron. ( Finance 
Committee). 

4. —That Secretaries be allowed to use loose-leaf ledgers for 
keeping the records of members—making it possible for the records 
of demitted or deceased members to be filed and only one ledger 
will be needed. ( Not approved). 

5. —That each Subordinate Chapter Secretary send the latest 
copy of by-laws to the Grand Secretary and the Worthy Grand 
Matron for their files. (Approved). 

6. —That the latest edition of the General Grand Chapter 
Decisions be ordered for the W.G.M. (the one on hand is the 1935 
edition). (Approved). 

7. —That in future the School of Instruction be held on the 
Thursday morning instead of Monday. ( Not Approved). 

8. —That Chapters avoid using lighted candles in our Chapter 
rooms due to fire hazard. (Approved). 
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9.—Many questions concerning the philanthropic activities of 
the Chapters has come to the attention of your W.G.M. during the 
year and indicate a desire for and a need of guidance. I, therefore, 
recommend that our Grand Chapter approve officially the Eastern 
Star and other projects that should be given first consideration. 
This would not limit the Chapters in their charitable work, but 
would furnish a guide that appears to be needed.

REPORT OF GENERAL GRAND 

On September 1st our Worthy Grand Patron, his wife, Muriel, 
Caroline Smith, Past Grand Matron, and myself, began our trip 
to Philadelphia to attend the 29th “Golden Rule’’ Triennial of 
General Grand, a motor trip of some 4,500 miles by the time we 
arrived home on September 18th. 

We were proud to have been invited to represent our Grand 
Jurisdiction of Saskatchewan—Brother Art, W.G.P. as a Flag 
Bearer in the Calvacade of Flags; Sister Jean Rovey, D.D.G.M., 
and myself, as General Grand Assembly Pages. Sister Jean and I 
were really thrilled when we learned the sixty Assembly Pages were 
the personal Honour Guard of Sister Florence Plummer, M. W.G.M. 

We arrived in Philadelphia Saturday and registered at the 
Sheraton Hotel and had the opportunity of meeting many of the 
leaders of the Order from other parts of the world, among them a 
P.M.W.G. Patron of the Supreme Grand Chapter of Scotland. 

On Sunday morning we attended the Communion Service in 
Christ Church, the first Church of England in the Pennsylvania 
Colony, established in 1695. After the service we retired to Neigh¬ 
bourhood House for the Communion Breakfast. Sunday afternoon 
there was a reception, honouring Sister Florence Plummer, M.W. 
G.M. and Brother Lloyd McRae, M. W.G.P., in the Grand Ballroom 
of the Sheraton Hotel. Sunday evening, at 7 p.m., “Swapping of 
Souvenirs” took place in the tiered balcony of the grand ballroom. 
It was fun and gave one an opportunity of becoming acquainted, 
in a most informal manner, with Sisters and Brothers from many 
parts of the world. As this was Sister Caroline’s fourth trip to 
General Grand, and she proved to be an expert in the “Art of 
Swapping,” but Sister Muriel ran her a close second and soon had 
many clamouring for the coveted Saskatchewan spoons. 

Monday was a day much the same as the opening day of our 
own Grand Chapter, with the usual rehearsals for the entrance 
marches of all the different groups. 

The General Assembly was held in the Convention Hall. The 
Informal opening was a never-to-be-forgotten spectacle. The shades 
of gold and blue were carried out in the decorations, the flowers, the 
gowns of G.G.C. Officers and the different groups of Pages. This 
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was all set off by the colourful calvacade of flags. Our hearts beat 
faster and our heads were higher as Brother Art presented our 
Saskatchewan Flag at the Altar. 

Tuesday was devoted to the Business of the General Assembly. 

Sister Amanda Boston, P.G.M., of Montana, and Chairman of 
Estarl, reported that 1,152 scholarships had been awarded since 
1952. An engraved walnut console table was placed in the Inter' 
national Temple by the Grand Chapter of Montana, in honour of 
Sister Boston’s service in establishing ESTARL. The Resolution re 
“Black Ball” presented from Saskatchewan was disapproved, there 
were no changes in the Ritual. 

Tuesday evening was the All Star Banquet, seating 3,500 Stars 
with ten persons per table. After the banquet we were entertained 
by the eight string bands, who partake each year in the Philadelphia 
New Year’s Eve “Mummers Parade.” 

Wednesday was election day. It was interesting to learn that the 
newly elected M.W.G.M., Sister Juanita Killion, is a member of a 
Chapter in Oklahoma with a membership of twenty-two. Nomina- 
tions for the North are made from the floor. Sister Sadya Peterson 
of Wisconsin, who has just completed six years a Trustee, was 
elected R.W. Associate Grand Conductress. It may interest you to 
know that it will be twelve years before Sister Sadya will complete 
her term in the East. Truly, these leaders are dedicated. Wednesday 
evening was International Night. Entertainment was provided by 
the Subordinate Chapters from different parts of the world who are 
under Jurisdiction of General Grand. Among these a Chapter from 
Japan presented a “Japanese Shinto Wedding” and a group from 
Hawaii presented a Hawaiian Hula dance, minus the grass skirts. 
Pictures of Pusan Children’s Charity Hospital and narration of 
story by Gen. Lyman L. Lemnitzer, Vice Chief of Staff, U.S. Army. 
This is one of the main projects of Sister Juanita Killion, M. W.G.M., 
during her term of office. 

Thursday the business of the Session was completed and we had 
the afternoon free. Thursday evening after the retirement of the 
1955-58 G.G.C. Officers, came the Installation of the 1958-61 
G.G.C. Officers, which was very elaborate and colourful. We were 
pleased and proud to learn Saskatchewan had been honoured by the 
appointment of our own Sister Blanche Gardner, P.G.M., to the 
Peace Garden Committee for the next three years. 

Friday morning Brother Art and I attended the School of In¬ 
struction held under the direction of Sister Juanita Killion, M.W. 
G.M. We were instructed to strive for uniformity by following 
the Ritual and Constitution closely; triangles used in making our 
signs and floor work were emphasized. ESTARL is to be one of the 
main projects during the next three years. As Sister Killion bade us 
farewell, she told us she is a “Hand Shaking Baptist” and loves 
everyone. 
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I wish to record that I attended every session of the Assembly 
and, as a result, learned a great deal as to how and why General 
Grand functions. As our Saskatchewan Grand Chapter under the 
Jurisdiction of General Grand is frequently recognized by appoint- 
ments, I strongly recommend that our Grand Jurisdiction of Sask¬ 
atchewan be officially represented at each Triennial Assembly and 
that proper provision be made to cover the expenses incurred.

Recommendation 

That Rules and Regulations, Section 13, Constitution and Laws 
of the Grand Chapter of Saskatchewan, Order of the Eastern Star, 
be amended as follows: 

1. —Should a member affiliating not wish to demit from one 
Chapter until accepted in another, the Chapter to which petition is 
presented may ballot thereon if petition is accompanied by a cer¬ 
tificate of standing and a signed application for a demit. If the 
ballot is unfavorable the Secretary shall return the application for a 
demit to the petitioner. If favorable, she shall send it to the severing 
Chapter which shall, subject to Section 18, issue and forward the 
demit to her. A petitioner shall not become a member of the receiv¬ 
ing Chapter until the demit has been received. 

2. —That this Grand Chapter purchase a sufficient quantity of 
50-year membership pins and certificates for presentation to quali¬ 
fying members. 
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3.—That this Grand Chapter purchase three suitable collapsible 
staffs for our flags and that arrangements be made for storage 
between Grand Sessions. (Constitutional change.)

Question: Is a brother in good standing in the Order who holds 
a demit from a Masonic Lodge and is thus not an affiliated Mason 
eligible to become a Charter Member of a new Chapter? 

Answer: No. See Page 165 of Ritual, Article 16, Section 3, of 
Constitution and Page 3 of Instituting Ceremonies booklet. 

In my opinion as there is no provision in our Ritual and Con¬ 
stitution for the verification of a brother’s Masonic standing at any 
time after his original admission to the Order and, in any event, we 
do not have the right to seek such information from a Masonic 
Lodge; amendments should be sought to permit a brother in good 
standing to continue his membership in the Order, regardless of his 
Masonic affiliation or lack of It. (Not approved.)

Business 

During the year I noted that many secretaries were despatching 
notices of meetings in sealed envelopes bearing 5c stamps. Aware 
that such notices may be mailed unsealed at a 2c rate I communi¬ 
cated with the Grand Secretary who obtained an official ruling from 
the Post Office. Henceforth notices complying with postal regula¬ 
tions should be sent at the cheaper rate and Chapters will find an 
appreciable reduction in postage bills.

Unfinished Business 

I have turned over to Brother H. K. Halldorson, Associate 
Grand Patron, certain correspondence concerning the re-establish- 
ment of two old Chapters and the Institution of two new Chapters, 
and have advised him as to progress in these matters. 

The past year has been a pleasant and most stimulating exper¬ 
ience in that it has brought so many new friendships and, I trust, the 
opportunity for service in promoting the Good of the Order. My 
principal regret is that in passing through the Chapters I noted 
here and there a vast scarcity of brothers. Some Chapters find it 
necessary to rotate two or three brothers through the Worthy 
Patron’s chair and others have required dispensations for a Worthy 
Patron to succeed himself in office. When we know that each Chap¬ 
ter at its Institution had at least ten brothers or approximately a 
quarter of its charter membership it is difficult to ascribe a reason 
for the present dearth of male members. One can only suspect that 
the benefits and privileges of the Order of the Eastern Star are not 
sufficiently known among the some 22,000 members of the Masonic 
Order in this province and I would urge each Chapter to take such 
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steps—within the framework of the Constitution and Laws of the 
Order—as will ensure that a number of candidates are obtained 
annually from this wealth of available material. 

I am indeed fortunate to have been your Grand Patron in this 
past year and to have proudly shared office with Sister Audrey 
and every member of the grand, Grand Team. I have enjoyed the 
encouragement of members of my own Oxbow Chapter No. 130, 
and of the other Chapters in District No. 5. Their support and 
friendship and love leave memories that I shall value always, and 
I am particularly appreciative of the thoughtfulness of the many 
friends and Chapters who wrote to me and who sent cards of greet- 
ings at Christmas and Easter. 

It is said that behind every successful man is a woman—his wife. 
I fully realize that this past year could not have been so outstanding 
for me were it not for Sister Muriel who has done so much in so 
many ways to keep me pointed in the right direction.

Worthy Grand Matron, Worthy Grand Patron, Distinguished 
Guests, Sisters and Brothers: 

It is said that the real essence of the fraternal spirit is to be 
ever mindful of the welfare of others, to bring cheer and gladness 
into other lives. As I read the letters of the different Districts telling 
of what the Chapters are doing, I realized more than ever the great 
scope this fraternal spirit has covered. 

Our senior citizens have been looked after in many different 
ways. Not only our Eastern Star sisters and brothers, but all who 
are in homes across the province. So many Chapters reported 
holding “Pantry Showers” for the homes in which way they could 
collect home canning, pickles, garden vegetables, and many other 
items to aid in their comfort. The young are not forgotten either. 
There are Chapters who collect clothing in the spring and fall for 
the Indian Head Home. Others send clothing each month to the 
Salvation Army. In another Chapter each member has a “Secret 
Star” to whom they sent Birthday and Anniversary cards during 
the year. At Christmas time a card was sent or given to the “Secret 
Star” with a dollar ($1.00) placed in it which was to be donated 
to the Unitarian Services Committee. Still in other Chapters baby 
layettes are donated to the New Year’s baby. The children in the 
Red Cross Hospital in Regina received coloring books and crayons 
which were brought to a Chapter meeting by the members. 

The Benevolent work over the province includes Home Fund, 
Cancer Fund, Estarl, Peace Garden Fund, St. Andrew’s College 
Fund, British and Foreign Society, Rheumatism and Arthritic Fund, 
Red Cross, Orange Benevolent Fund, Canadian National Institute 
for the Blind, Good Cheer Fund. To raise money for their organiza^ 
tions the usual money^raising projects such as bake sales, bazaars, 
teas, rummage sales, cook books and catering to banquets, are used. 
There are, however, a few unusual ways which I would like to men- 
tion. One Chapter donated a dollar ($1.00) at the beginning of the 
two months’ holidays, using it in such a way it grew to $147.45. 
In another Chapter their chief money-raising project is their annual 
Smorgasbord held in October. Each year a different theme is chosen 
for this occasion with the decorations, colors, food and costumes 
of the servers complying with the theme. They serve between five 
hundred to six hundred persons. One more unique way of raising 
money is holding an auction sale at a social meeting. The articles 
sold being donated by the members of the Chapter. 

It seems, from the reports received, that our brothers provide 
the humor. In one Chapter and possibly more, the Associate Patron 
decided that he was needed in the circle prayer during initiation.

It is the practice in several Chapters 
for the brothers to serve the lunch at one meeting during the year.

Mother and Daughter 
banquets are popular, also. One Chapter reported having a Library 
—this proved very successful. It contains programme material, 
verses, songs, marches suitable to Chapter work, also copies of 
Grand Chapter proceedings. All Chapters throughout the province 
have shown that friendships, old and new, are worth treasuring. 
There have been Friendship Nights held in many different ways. 
One unusual evening took the form of an “outdoor barbecue.” It 
was held in a banquet hall decorated to represent a garden. I’m 
sure fun and fellowship was had by all. Life can hold no greater 
treasure than the friends whose love we share. 

Worthy Grand Matron, Sister Audrey, thank you for giving me 
the privilege to act as chairman of the District Deputy Grand Mat¬ 
rons.

I also want to thank the District Deputy Grand 
Matrons and their Chapters for the fine reports that were sent to 
me, without them, I would have been able to do nothing.

REPORT OF ESTARL COMMITTEE 

Fern Jones, P.G.M. 

Opportunity knocked at the door; 

Courage answered it, and let him in.

Such a thing could be done, and who could do it.

Worthy Grand Matron, Distinguished Members, Sisters and 
Brothers: 

We, your Committee for Estarl, wish to express appreciation for 
the honor of serving on this important project. 

Since ESTARL is still comparatively new to our Grand Juris¬ 
diction, and in view of the enquiries received for further information 
during the year, although a folder prepared by General Grand 
Chapter was sent each Chapter last year, we feel a brief outline 
of this work should be included in this report to be printed in our 
Proceedings. 

The General Grand Chapter, Order of the Eastern Star, cog¬ 
nizant of one of the greatest needs of our time, approved the estab- 
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lishment of “Eastern Star Training Awards for Religious Leader- 
ship.” By action at the General Assembly in Milwaukee in October, 
1952, the by-laws of the General Grand Chapter were amended to 
assign specific responsibility for this project to the Educational 
Committee—this to be the first truly Eastern Star project for our 
three million members to support. 

The elected officers of General Grand Chapter are committed 
to continuing support of this undertaking and urge all Grand 
Chapters and members of the Order to give enthusiastic and gener¬ 
ous support to this program which aims to encourage an increasing 
number of our ablest youth to dedicate their lives to full-time 
religious service and to help with their preparation for this service 
through the establishment of awards to be used in securing the 
necessary education for leadership. 

While the program was initiated by General Grand Chapter and 
receives the general pattern for its operation from that body, and 
while much of the publicity will originate with the Educational 
Committee of General Grand Chapter, yet it is designed to operate 
within the framework of the individual Grand Jurisdiction who will 
determine the terms and conditions of awards and assume respon¬ 
sibility for the promotion of ESTARL within its own bounds. 

By participating in this program we identify ourselves with the 
entire body of the Order of the Eastern Star, not only in recognizing 
the need for spiritual leadership and encouraging devotion to eternal 
truths in the young folk who come within our sphere of influence, 
but by giving tangible evidence of our own devotion by assisting, in 
this small way, the training of worthy candidates. 

As you know, ESTARL is operating in this Grand Jurisdiction 
as a Worthy Grand Matron’s project. Two years ago, Sister Ann 
Bradley gave us the symbol of the Open Holy Bible with the 
Scripture “This is the Way. Ye should walk in it,” when the first 
donation for $50.00 was received. Last year our project for our 
Star Point of Faith $559.33 was donated. All funds are forwarded 
the Grand Secretary to be forwarded to the General Grand Chapter 
for credit in their records but, are returned to our Grand Chapter 
to be used as we decide. 

Again this year our Worthy Grand Matron has designated 
ESTARL as a project. As Chairman of ESTARL Committee, our 
Worthy Grand Matron permitted me to recommend two to assist 
in this work, and I would at this time express sincere appreciation 
to Sister Ethyle Hirsch, Grand Conductress, Past Matron of 
Rosthern Chapter No. 120 and Brother T. C. Miller Nixon, Past 
Patron of Mizpah Chapter No. 1. Since both of these members are 
resident in Saskatoon, Rev. Nixon being Director of St. Andrew’s 
College Extension Fund, the work of the Committee has been to a 
great extent handled by them and as I continue this report you will 
recognize it as very fine work. 
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Following the visit of the Worthy Grand Matron to the Chap¬ 
ters, a letter was sent from the committee chairman through the 
Grand Secretary’s office, urging all Chapters to realize their privi¬ 
lege and responsibility of membership in this project. From the 
Grand Secretary’s report over $770.00 has been donated up until 
the closing of the books this year. However, at least one further 
donation was received and forwarded to the Grand Secretary only 
last week, so these funds will be recorded next year. 

We, your Committee for ESTARL are happy to make the fol¬ 
lowing recommendations: 

1. —The ESTARL funds available for use in this Grand Juris¬ 
diction at present be awarded as soon as possible. 

2. —That ESTARL be granted in the amount of $200.00 each, 
this year. 

3. —That two Eastern Star Training Awards be issued as this 
Committee recommends. 

4. —That attached material be handed to the incoming Worthy 
Grand Matron for consideration. 

5. —To ensure the continuation of this most worthy endeavour 
within the Grand Jurisdiction of Saskatchewan. 

(a) This Grand Chapter adopt ESTARL as a continuing project 
when and if the Constitution is amended. 

(b) That a Committee be appointed of not less than three mem¬ 
bers to look after ESTARL within this Grand Jurisdiction. 
The duties of this committee to include: 

Maintenance of communication with the Education Com¬ 
mittee of General Grand Chapter to keep our program in 
harmony with that body. 

To work with subordinate Chapters to ensure the support of 
the membership for this worthy cause. 

To decide the amounts and number of awards in each year. 
To examine all recommendations submitted by subordinate 
Chapters and select the award winners. 

To furnish annually to this body a full report on the operations 
of the program. 

(c) That the candidates for awards must be students preparing 
for full-time religious work as ministers, missionaries, directors 
of religious education, directors of church music. 

Now comes the greatest thrill of being associated with this 
project. Our subordinate Chapter placed before us for consideration 
a nominee and we have been most happy to approve granting an 
award to Mr. Keith Dixon of Kamsack. A second name was pre¬ 
sented to us, and again, after investigation, we are most happy to 
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approve an award be granted Mr. Donald Ramsay McDonald of 
Regina. Attached hereto are copies of information re these recipients 
which we recommend be placed in the records of the Grand Secre¬ 
tary’s office.

300 calls made, 24 wheel chair rides, 30 haircuts, 8 per¬ 
manents, 12 neck trims, 19 letters written, 24 birthday cards sent. 
I want to say just a little bit about these wheel chair rides. We began 
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this about five years ago and we had people in the Home that had 
not been out of their rooms for over twelve years. The Eastern Star 
people go over there and get them in the wheel chairs, and if it is 
good weather we take them out on the lawn, and in poor weather 
we take them around the building. You have no idea how they 
appreciate it. Each one of these Chapters try at least once a year 
to go over to the Home and put on the initiatory work for them, 
and they just love it. My own Chapter, for a good many years, 
either on the first or second Sunday in December, go to the Home 
and decorate their Christmas tree. They have many large cedars 
in their yard and they want some of them cut down to make more 
light—so they bring one of those huge trees in, almost as tall as 
this ceiling, and we decorate it and give them a treat, usually 
home-made cake and ice cream, and then we always have a program 
for them, and they do appreciate these programs so much. 

I know I am talking too long, but I want to say again how much 
I have enjoyed this—how much I have enjoyed the smiles you have 
given me. Maybe I came a long way up here but I know I will have 
fond memories in my heart for many a day from this Grand Chapter 
Session. I wish every one of you could visit our Grand Chapter 
some time. Thank you very much.

REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Worthy Grand Matron, Worthy Grand Patron, Distinguished 
Grand East, Officers and Members of the Grand Chapter of Sask¬ 
atchewan, Order of the Eastern Star: 

Your Committee on Finance submits for your consideration and 
approval the following Report: 
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Your committee has received from the Officers the reports as 
required by our Constitution. The committee has received and 
checked the expense account as submitted by the Worthy Grand 
Matron, and this account is approved. 

We recommend that the Worthy Grand Matron be granted an 
Honorarium of $100.00. 

We recommend that the stenographers be granted their usual 
Honorarium. 

We recommend that there be inserted in the Proceedings a 
Memorial Page of our Past Grand Matrons and Past Grand Patrons 
who have passed to the Grand Chapter on High. 

We recommend that pictures of the Worthy Grand Matron, the 
Worthy Grand Patron, a group picture of the Grand Officers and a 
group picture of the District Deputy Grand Matrons be inserted 
in the Proceedings. 

We recommend that a picture of Sister Blanche O. Gardner, 
P.G.M., who has been appointed a member of the Peace Garden 
Committee of General Grand Chapter, be included in our Pro- 
ceedings. 

We recommend that the Worthy Grand Matron for 1959' 1960 
appoint a committee to consider the matter of our Grand Juris¬ 
diction of Saskatchewan, being officially represented at each Tri¬ 
ennial Assembly of General Grand Chapter; the matter of providing 
funds to cover the expenses of such representative, with an estimate 
of such expenses and to report, with recommendations to the next 
meeting of Grand Chapter. 

We recommend that the Grand Chapter purchase a reasonable 
supply of fifty-year membership pins or buttons and certificates to 
have such available for presentation to such members as may 
qualify to receive such. 

We recommend that the Grand Chapter purchase the required 
number of suitable collapsible staffs for our flags, and that arrange¬ 
ments be made for storage of such between sessions of Grand 
Chapter; and further, that they be shipped to the Hostess Chapter 
for the next following year. The purchase to be arranged for by the 
Finance Committee and the shipping of such to be arranged for 
by the Hostess Chapters, from year to year. 

We recommend that the sum of $1,200.00 be paid, before the 
meeting of Grand Chapter to the respective Hostess Chapter for 
the year, to provide for the usual Grand Chapter expenses incurred 
by the Hostess Chapter. Such sum shall be in lieu of the sum of 
$400.00 and the amount collected as registration fees and paid to 
the Hostess Chapter as at present. The Hostess Chapter shall 
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account to Grand Chapter through the Grand Secretary. Should 
the said sum of $1,200.00 prove to be not sufficient for the proper 
expenses, the Grand Chapter shall reimburse the Hostess Chapter 
the deficiency; should the said sum be more than sufficient, the 
Hostess Chapter shall refund any excess to the Grand Chapter. 

Should the foregoing meet with the approval of Grand Chapter, 
we recommend that the motion on our books of record, directing 
that the registration fees collected be paid to the Hostess Chapter, 
and the motion for payment of the sum of $400.00 to the Hostess 
Chapter be rescinded, and that the chairman of the registration 
committee be directed to pay such registration fees to the Grand 
Secretary as Grand Chapter Funds. This recommendation to be 
effective from and after the year 1959. 

We recommend that the sum of $1,100.00 be allotted to the 
Worthy Grand Matron, annually, for visitation and travelling 
expenses of herself and any other Grand Officer or District Deputy 
Grand Matron, whom she may request to visit any Chapter or 
perform any official duty on her behalf. The Worthy Grand Matron 
shall pay such expenses and account to Grand Chapter with 
itemized account and vouchers for such payments, in the usual 
manner to the Grand Secretary, with a final accounting to be sub' 
mitted on completion of her term of office. 

Your finance committee held two joint meetings with the home 
fund committee, at one of which the Grand Trustees were also 
represented. The meetings were very beneficial, and we recommend 
that at least one such meeting be held annually. 

We recommend that Brother Reginald Hodsman be re-appointed 
Grand Auditor for the ensuing year at the usual Honorarium. 

We commend Sister Ethel Carss, Grand Secretary, and Sister 
Eva Squires, Grand Treasurer, for their very efficient work during 
the year. 

We commend the Worthy Grand Matron for dividing the work 
of Visitation with the Associate Grand Matron and hope that this 
will become an established custom to the extent that both the 
Associate Grand Matron and the District Deputy Grand Matrons 
will take over a larger portion of this visitation to the individual 
Chapters, and thus relieve the Worthy Grand Matron of much of 
the detail of her work of office.

(21) that Grand Chapter purchase the required number of collap¬ 
sible flag staffs for our flags and that arrangements be made for 
storage between Grand Sessions, and that they be shipped to the 
Hostess Chapter for the next Session. Purchase to be made by the 
finance committee and the shipping of such to be arranged by the 
Hostess Chapters from year to year. Carried. 
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Moved by Hector Mackay, P.G.P., seconded by Ray Emmerson 
(21) that $1,200.00 be paid to the Hostess Chapter for the year, 
to provide for the usual Grand Chapter expenses incurred by the 
Hostess Chapter. Such sum to be in lieu of the sum of $400.00 and 
the amount collected as registration fees and paid to the Hostess 
Chapter as at present. Hostess Chapter shall account to Grand 
Chapter through the Grand Secretary. Should the said sum of 
$1,200.00 prove to be not sufficient for the proper expenses, the 
Grand Chapter shall reimburse the Hostess Chapter for deficiency. 
Should the said sum be more than sufficient, the Hostess Chapter 
shall refund any excess to the Grand Chapter. Carried. 

Moved by Hector Mackay, P.G.P., seconded by Ray Emmerson 
(21), the motion now on our books directing that the registration 
fees collected be paid to the Hostess Chapter and the motion for 
payment of $400.00 to the Hostess Chapter be rescinded and that 
the Chairman of the registration committee be directed to pay such 
registration fees to the Grand Secretary as Grand Chapter Funds. 
This to be effective from and after the year 1959. Carried. 

Moved by Hector Mackay, P.G.P., seconded by Ray Emmerson 
(21), that the sum of $1,100.00 be allotted to the Worthy Grand 
Matron annually for visitation and travelling expenses of herself 
and any other Grand Officer or District Deputy Grand Matron 
whom she may request to visit any Chapter or perform any official 
duty on her behalf. Worthy Grand Matron shall pay such expenses 
and account to Grand Chapter with itemized account and vouchers 
for such payments, in the usual manner to the Grand Secretary, 
with a final accounting to be submitted on completion of her term 
of office. Carried. 

The recommendation that the Finance Committee, together with 
the Home Fund Committee and the Grand Trustees, should hold 
at least one general meeting annually, was accepted unanimously. 

Moved by Brother Mackay, P.G.P., seconded by Ray Emmerson 
(21), that Brother Reginald Hodsman, C.A., be re-appointed as 
Grand Auditor for the ensuing year with the usual Honorarium. 
Carried. 

Moved by Brother Mackay, P.G.P., seconded by Ray Emmerson 
(21), that this report as a whole be adopted by this Grand Chapter. 
Carried.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 
OF THE GRAND CHAPTER OF SASKATCHEWAN 
ORDER OF THE EASTERN STAR 
FOR THE YEAR 1958-1959 

Worthy Grand Matron, Worthy Grand Patron, Past Grand 
Matrons and Patrons, Distinguished Guests, Delegates to Grand 
Chapter, Members and Visitors: 
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It is with a great deal of pleasure that I submit to you, as 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees, our Annual Report for your 
consideration. 

During the past year we have been a very busy board. Following 
on Grand Chapter last year I, together with our genial Grand 
Treasurer, visited our deposit box in the Royal Bank, Regina, after 
the necessary forms were signed. We examined the securities, 
which we found in order, and found that some of the trustees were 
not able to gain admission last year owing to the fact that the forms 
had not been changed. This was rectified immediately and at the 
present time any two of the trustees, or any one trustee and either 
the Grand Secretary or Grand Treasurer can be admitted. 

On May 22nd, 1958, we were invited to attend a Home Fund 
Committee Meeting, together with the Finance Committee, held 
at the Masonic Temple in Regina. Many things of interest to both 
committees and the Board were discussed to the satisfaction of all 
present. One thing in particular was recommended by the Trustees 
and which was concurred in by the Home Fund Committee, and 
that is, that $18,000 of the Garnett Estate bequest be set up in a 
fund by itself and the proceeds accruing therefrom be used to pay 
Mrs. Garnett, whom the Home Fund Committee has agreed to pay 
$50.00 per month for life. We think this is a very wise move, and in 
fact, was first promoted by the Home Fund Committee. The 
balance of the estate, approximately $20,000.00 is also to be kept in 
a separate fund, as it is deemed advisable that we do this to conform 
to the terms of Brother Garnett’s will. 

At the beginning of June, 1958, I received from the Grand Sec- 
retary a number of legal papers, including leases, insurance policies, 
papers, etc., in connection with the Garnett Estate. These were all 
placed in the deposit box, together with a listing of the items for 
future reference. 

We also received from the Grand Secretary bonds and shares 
amounting to $7,075.00 which constitutes the final payment from 
the Garnett Estate, making the total bequest received $37,852.81. 
Of this last amount received we sold $3,000.00 worth of bonds at 
par and almost par and bought $3,000.00 worth of City of Regina 
bonds bearing 5%, or 2% more than the old ones yielded. 

Following on the heels of the above transaction the Dominion 
Government (as you are all aware) offered to the public a Conver¬ 
sion Loan, recalling all Victory Loan 3% Bonds, 1959-1966, and 
issuing a 4|% twenty-five year issue (1983) at a small discount. 
A bonus was also allowed which, in our case, amounted to $272.00. 
We were holding $17,400.00 worth of these bonds. We also asked 
the Finance Committee for $100.00 to bring the above amount to 
$17,500.00. This was approved by the said committee. 
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Upon examination of our securities we found we were holding 
$5,000.00 worth of Dominion of Canada Bonds yielding only 2f% 
and in January last, after consultation with the other trustees by 
letter and phone, we finally disposed of them at a discount, but 
purchased $5,000.00 worth of Saskatoon School Debentures yielding 
54%, or twice as much. 

The discount on the sale of the above bonds constituted a capital 
loss of $567.88 but, as will be seen, will be quickly made up by the 
increased yield of the new bonds over a period of nine years, which 
the old bonds had to run to maturity. We will make a net gain of 
$670.00. 

In February the Grand Secretary and Grand Treasurer advised 
me they had $10,000.00 surplus in cash belonging to the General 
Fund which they thought should be invested. We concurred in this 
and I immediately got in touch with the Chairman of the Finance 
Committee who immediately gave their approval. I notified the 
other trustees that I could buy $10,000.00 worth of City of Regina 
bonds, 25 years, bearing 5f% at $992.50 per $1,000.00, and with their 
approval I purchased them. They will bear a net yield of 5.82%. 

I am including in our report, Worthy Grand Matron and Worthy 
Grand Patron an up-to-date listing of our bond securities, maturity 
dates, etc. We would like to recommend that the real estate be 
depreciated at the rate of 5% per annum which is the usual depre¬ 
ciation allowed on frame buildings. It is unnecessary for me to read 
the listing in full, but I will give the total amount in each fund at 
the conclusion of this report. We recommend that this listing be 
printed as part of this report for the sisters and brothers to study 
individually, and also the subordinate Chapters which is, of course, 
their right and prerogative, and should be done. 

Brother McLeod has mentioned in his Home Fund Committee 
Report that in addition to the Personnel Committees of Regina and 
Saskatoon being invited to attend the Home Fund Meetings he 
thought it would be of additional value if the Chairman of both the 
Board of Trustees and Finance Committee also be invited, and 
your Trustees certainly concur in this recommendation, as there is 
always something that comes up which is of interest to either one 
or the other committee. 

On April 10, 1959, our Grand Treasurer and myself, together 
with our Auditor, Brother Reg Hodsman who, we felt, should 
inspect the securities, went down to the Royal Bank and, for your 
information, clipped the coupons. The auditor will no doubt make 
mention of this in his report. 

In closing, Worthy Grand Matron and Worthy Grand Patron, 
I wish to personally thank the sisters and brothers for the confidence 
they have placed in me by electing me to fill the term vacated by 
Brother Jack Curtiss, our Grand Sentinel. It has been both a privi- 
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lege and an honour to act as chairman of the Board of Trustees. 
I wish to thank you both, Worthy Grand Matron and Worthy 
Grand Patron, for your courtesy at all times, and I can assure you 
all that I will always be ready to serve this Grand Chapter in office 
and out of office to the best of my ability in the future.

We are happy to welcome our Distinguished Guests and hope 
that they will enjoy their stay with us so much that they will return 
again and again.

The office of the Grand Secretary is a clearing house for the 
correspondence, orders, supplies, files and records of the Grand 
Jurisdiction. My report covers a busy year. Routine duties which 
followed the closing of our 1958 Session were completed as soon 
as possible. Stationery for the Grand Officers, lists of Grand Officers 
and Committees, Official Letters from the Worthy Grand Matron 
and Woithy Grand Patron were distributed. Letters from the 
Chairman of the Home Fund Committee and the Chairman of 
ESTARL Committee, Christmas Greetings and Easter Message 
were also sent out from this office. Proceedings, Christmas Greetings 
and Invitations to other Grand Chapter Sessions have been re¬ 
ceived, acknowledged, filed or forwarded, as the case may be. 
Invitations to this Grand Session have been acknowledged and 
greetings extended to us. 

A duplicate Charter was prepared and a new Signet forwarded 
to Qu’Appelle Chapter No. 88 on the instructions of the Worthy 
Grand Matron, after fire had destroyed the building and equipment 
of this Chapter.

Constitution, page 32, Sec. 8 (b), line 4, delete “and have 
creditably passed all five Proficiency Tests, when possible.” 

Book of Instructions, page 9, Sec. 59, line 4, delete “When the 
Marshal enters the Chapter room, the Worthy Matron calls up the 
Chapter.” 

Book of Instructions, page 14, Sec. 83, line 24, change “East” to 
“West”. 

Book of Instructions, page 17, Sec. 88 (top of page) after 
“Esther” add (see Diagram) marches to the Associate Matron, 
places ballot box on pedestal”. 

On instructions from the Worthy Grand Patron, a Dispensation 
was prepared for the Chapter at Glenside. The keen interest shown 
by the members augurs well for the welfare of this new Chapter. 
I was happy to have been in attendance at this Institution. 

The Annual Reports have been received and per capita tax paid 
by all Chapters.

9. Chapters not just electing members for Affiliation on Cer¬ 
tificate of Standing, but accepting them as members without first 
obtaining their Demit. 

(All Approved. See Jurisprudence Report). 

* * * * 

DECISIONS OR RULINGS GIVEN 

1. In case where a member had been accepted on a Certificate 
of Standing in one Chapter (A), paying dues and name on Member¬ 
ship Roll, without receiving Demit from Chapter (B). Ruled that 
as Chapter (A) was in error member’s name to be stricken from 
Chapter’s records, and Chapter (A) to pay dues to Chapter (B) 
to clear member on the books and send Demit to said member 
which she present to Chapter (A) and they affiliate her again. 

(Approved—see Jurisprudence report) 

2. When Subordinate Chapters have the O.E.S. and Christian 
Flags they may not be brought in by two Flag-bearers, dressed as 
Officers and leading the March in the Ritualistic Opening, and 
having extra chairs placed beside the Chaplain and the Marshal. 
Refer to Ritual, page 23 (fine print, last paragraph). 

(Approved, see Jurisprudence report). 

3. A District does not have authority to make rules of their own 
contrary to the Constitution or otherwise. They may send resolu¬ 
tions to Grand Chapter and if adopted these apply to the whole 
Jurisdiction. Therefore a District may not officially recognize a 
Past District Deputy Grand Matron by presenting a Past District 
Deputy Grand Matron’s pin. (Constitution, page 16, Art. X, par. 9). 

Approved. 

4. Ruled that By-laws that had been amended and were without 
signatures in the back or date of amendment—you may have these 
necessary signatures mimeographed on slips of paper and pasted 
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in the back of these By-laws. You will recall those you have given 
to members and have this done. You will include the name of the 
Worthy Grand Matron who approved the amendments. 

Approved.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1. That a Memorial Page (or pages) be included in our Proceed¬ 
ings as a Tribute in Memoriam to our departed Past Grand Matron 
and Past Grand Patron. (Refer to Finance Committee). 

2. That a picture of Sister Blanche O. Gardner, P.G.M., and 
member of Peace Garden Committee of General Grand Chapter, 
be included in our Proceedings. (Refer to Finance Committee). 

3. That pictures of the Grand Officers and District Deputy 
Grand Matrons be included in our Proceedings in place of the 
Associate Grand Matron and Associate Grand Patron. (Refer to 
Finance Committee). 

4. That Secretaries be allowed to use loose-leaf ledgers for keep¬ 
ing the record of members, in order that the records of demitted or 
deceased members may be filed, and only one ledger will be neces¬ 
sary. (Not Approved). 

5. That each Subordinate Chapter secretary send the latest 
copy of By-laws to the Grand Secretary and the Worthy Grand 
Matron for their files. (Approved). 

6. That the latest edition of General Grand Chapter Digest of 
Decisions be ordered for the Worthy Grand Matron’s files. (One 
on hand is 1935). (Approved). 

7. That we go back to holding the School of Instruction on the 
Thursday morning. (See report of Jurisprudence Committee). 

8. That Chapters avoid using lighted candles in our Chapter 
rooms due to fire hazard. (Approved). 

9. Many questions concerning the philanthropic activities of 
the Chapters has come to the attention of the W.G.M. during the 
year and indicate a desire for and a need of guidance. I therefore 
recommend that our Grand Chapter approve officially the Eastern 
Star and other projects that should be given first consideration. 
This would not limit the Chapters in charitable work, but would 
furnish a guide. (See report of Jurisprudence Committee).

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Question 1: Do By-laws become law immediately you approve 
them or do we wait until new By-laws are printed? 

Answer: Immediately they are approved by the W.G.M. 
(Approved). 
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Question 2: When another Chapter does a courtesy Initiation, 
what do we do about having our By-laws signed? (Approved). 

Answer: Send a copy of your By-laws to the Chapter and have 
the Initiate sign them when the initiation is complete and ask them 
to be returned to you. (See Jurisprudence Report). 

Question 3. May we have our By-laws typed instead of printed? 

Answer: No. Constitution, 1956, page 26, sec. 3. (Approved). 
''See Jurisprudence Report). 

Question 4: Our stated meeting falls on July 1st. Do we require a 
Special Dispensation to change it to July 8th? 

Answer: It is quite in order for you to change the date of your 
July 1st meeting to July 8th without a Special Dispensation. (Rul¬ 
ing given in 1942). (Approved). (See Jurisprudence Report). 

Question 5: X’s petition was received on June 3rd and an in¬ 
vestigating committee appointed, then X married on June 14th. 
Does a new petition have to be submitted or can married name be 
added to petition? 

Answer: The fact that X has married since her petition was 
presented does not change her status for application and I do not 
think it necessary to issue a new petition, but her married name 
should be the one balloted on, and I would say have to appear on 
the petition and the register be signed as —(Maiden name) nee 
(married name). (Approved). (See Jurisprudence Report). 

Question 6: We have received two petitions from two members 
from Manitoba which jurisdiction does not issue Certificates of 
Standing, but we have received a letter of assurance from the Secre¬ 
tary of their Chapter that they are in good standing. On the strength 
of this they have been elected to become members of our Chapter 
by affiliation. The question has arisen as to whether dual member¬ 
ship is allowed in Manitoba and whether it is our responsibility 
to see that a Demit is issued before accepting these members? 

Answer: I refer you to Constitution, page 34, Section 13; also 
Constitution, page 23, Section 6 on Membership. (Approved). 
(See Jurisprudence Report). 

Question 7: A Sister residing in the city wishes to demit from the 
Chapter where she formerly lived and affiliate with our Chapter. 
May we accept this petition or must we ask for a Waiver of Juris¬ 
diction from the two city Chapters? 

Answer: I refer you to page 36 in the Constitution. There is no 
residence clause for affiliation. Check page 31, sec. 7 Constitution. 
(Approved). 
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Question 8: What is the correct procedure to follow when a person 
who has petitioned for degrees asks to have her petition withdrawn 
the day before balloting is to take place? 

Answer: A petition may not be withdrawn after it has been 
received by a Chapter and an investigating committee has been 
appointed. (G.G.C. Decision). (Approved). 


Question 9: At our stated meeting, without enough thought being 
given to the question, it was decided to have a closed installation. 
W.M. elect is very disappointed, by consent of mover and seconder 
of the motion, the Installing Officers present W.M. Could we have 
an Open Installation? 

Answer: No. But your W.M. could call an emergency meeting 
and the matter taken up, with purpose of the meeting stated on the 
notices and dealt with in proper manner and if voted on, with the 
necessary quorum present, you could go ahead with Open Installa¬ 
tion. (Approved). (See Jurisprudence Report). 

Question 10: Should the Chapter be seated or not after the 
Opening, before the Flag is presented? 

Answer: Follow Ritual, page 43. The presentation of Flag takes 
place before Chapter is seated. (Book of Instructions, page 9, sec. 
59, applied to old Ritual. (Approved). 

Question 11: May a Notice of Motion be amended after it has 
been presented and discussed or is it necessary to have a new notice 
of motion? 

Answer: An amendment of notice of motion may be made and 
dealt with and if carried original notice of motion defeated. Correc¬ 
tion—the Notice of Motion would be voted on as amended. 
(Approved). (See Jurisprudence Report). 

Question 12: In submitting to G.C. this year our donation to the 
Cancer Fund, which we have been in the habit of giving to our local 
cancer committee, is there any way in which our community could 
receive credit for this donation? 

Answer: As this has already been reported, it couldn’t go in 
again as a straight donation to headquarters, but I can see no reason 
why it can’t be sent with your community report with a notation 
to the effect that it has been sent and recorded through G.C. Then, 
too, in the report of your local paper it could be mentioned. 
(Approved). (See Jurisprudence Report). 

Question 13: A Brother who has joined our Chapter wishes to 
affiliate with an Alberta Chapter and still stay with us, but sup¬ 
posing he is elected to office in both Chapters? 
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Answer: Re affiliation, I refer you to new Constitution, page 30, 
sec. 6. (Approved). 

> 

Question 14 (a): Would it be correct for one or two members to 
go to a nearby Chapter, whichever one has an Examiner, for their 
new tests?; (b) Is there any ruling that states that the presiding 
W.M. does not sign a petition for degrees recommending a petition- 
er? 

Answer (a) Yes, quite in order; (b) There is no ruling stating 
that a presiding W.M. may not sigma petition for degrees. 
(Approved). 

Question 15: In practising balloting at our last regular meeting 
the Associate Conductress placed the ballot box on the pedestal in 
the East, went upon the platform next to W.M. and stood there, is 
this correct? 

Answer: The position of Associate Conductress at the North of 
Pedestal when placing ballot box on the pedestal in the East is quite 
correct. Book of Instructions, page 14, sec. 83. (Approved). 

Question 16: In changing our by-laws in regard to our December 
meeting, do we have to state a definite date in December or could 
we leave it open and decide each December? 

Answer: Yes. I refer you to page 29, sec. 5 (a) in the new Con¬ 
stitution. (Approved). 

Question 17: (a) Can a member who has demitted from the 
Masonic Lodge retain his membership in the O.E.S.? (b) Does he 
apply for a Demit from O.E.S. or what is the procedure? 

Answer: (a) No. Ritual, page 165; (b) Dealt with in Chapter and 
suspended for not being an Affiliated Master Mason. (This was 
referred to Chairman of Jurisprudence). (Approved). 

Question 18: Does a life member when affiliated with another 
Chapter have per capita tax paid from both Chapters? 

Answer: Yes. Constitution, page 21, sec. 3. (Approved).

Questions and Answers—Supplementary Report 

Question 1: Could our Chapter accept an agency for a Regina 
Florist to sell flowers as a means of raising money? 

Answer: Quote General Grand Chapter decision: “No member 
or group of members from a Subordinate Chapter shall use the name 
of the Eastern Star for commercial, social, recreational or any other 
purpose.” 
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Question 2 (a): What book on business procedure is recommended 
for use in O.E.S. Chapters in Canada? ( b ) Is it permissible to use 
American (U.S.A.) business procedure in our Canadian Chapters? 

Answer (a): If you are referring to conducting the business 
meeting of your Chapter, I refer you to Constitution, page 27, sec. 
11, which must be adhered to. 

(b): A book covering Parliamentary Law or Procedure can be 
purchased at most book stores. This is Canadian. (Approved). 

Question 3 (a): Can a lady whose father was a member in good 
standing in Ceylon Lodge A.F. & A.M., but whose membership 
was discontinued later, join our Order? 

( b ): If a Brother takes his Demit from the Masonic Lodge and 
is in good standing, can he still remain a member in the Eastern 
Star, or does his Demit from the Masons automatically cancel his 
membership in the O.E.S.? 

Answer: (a) Ritual, page 161. Sorry, this person not eligible. 

( b): Ritual, page 165. (Approved). 

Question 4: Should a Chapter make it their business to find out 
what has become of a Sister’s Ritual, Constitution and Book of 
Instructions, in the event said Sister has passed away, there being 
no family, and the husband is not a Mason? 

Answer: It would perhaps be advisable to repossess these books 
if this can be done without any inconvenience; however, as these 
books do not contain any of our Secret Work, in my opinion, it 
would not be imperative for a Chapter to repossess the Ritual, 
Constitution and Book of Instructions of either a Sister or Brother 
in case of death. (Approved). 

Question 5 (a): Is there a ruling in the O.E.S. as to the position 
of the Associate Patron’s chair, other than it is to be on the left of 
the Associate Matron? 

(b): Is it permissible for the Associate Patron’s chair to be on 
the main floor, or does it have to be on a level with that of the 
Associate Matron? 

Answer (a): Ritual, page 167, pictures the proper way to set up 
Chapter room. 

(b): In Chapter rooms where the platform in the West is too 
narrow to place both the Associate Matron and Associate Patron’s 
chairs, the Associate Patron’s chair is often placed on the floor close 
beside the Associate Matron on the left. After all, we do have to 
adjust ourselves to the Halls or Temples where our meetings are 
held. (Approved). 
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Question 6: To what extent can we as a Chapter go in regard to 
local Benevolence or a cash donation to a needy family? Our By¬ 
laws state we can give to the amount of $10 semi-annually for relief 
or benefits. 

Answer: A Chapter matter. You are governed by your By-laws 
and if not satisfied with the amount it will be necessary to amend 
your By-laws. (Approved). 

Question 7: On a Petition for Degrees only two of the investigat¬ 
ing committee signed the Petition on Character. Secretary reported 
this to Worthy Matron, but the ballot was called and the Petitioner 
was rejected. The committee would like to know if a new ballot can 
be called right away and the ballot declared illegal? 

Answer: I refer you to your new Constitution, page 36, lines 4, 
5 and 6 on page 37, which states “The Committee shall make its 
report in writing. No action shall be taken on Petition until such 
report is made.” The signatures of the members of the Committee 
is their confirmation in writing, as this Petition was not signed by 
all three of the Committee before the ballot was taken, the ballot 
was illegal. I declare the Ballot null and void—the Petition still 
stands and should be presented to the Chapter at a stated meeting, 
to be balloted upon after the report has been properly completed. 
(Approved). 

Question 8: If a Past Matron presides as Installing Officer is it 
necessary that all Officers assisting be Past Matrons, we are par¬ 
ticularly interested in the Office of Marshal? 

Answer: No. Ritual, page 94, fine print, states clearly the neces¬ 
sary “Rank” of Installing Officer (note this is singular); her Rank 
determines the “Title of Officers” assisting. I am unable to find 
'anywhere that these Officers must be Past Matrons. In respect to 
Marshal, I refer you to Ritual, page 30—Marshal’s charge— 
Installation is a Ceremony. It is usual for the presiding Marshal to 
act at Installation; should she refuse, it is still not necessary to 
have a Past Matron fill her station. Check Ritual, page 94, last 
paragraph, also page 96-4—when others assist in East. (Approved). 

Question 9: Should proceeds from various projects be placed in 
current account to be dispensed in various amounts at the dis¬ 
cretion of the Chapter for Benevolent, Scholarships, or other 
worthy causes; or, should each Project undertaken be benevolent 
in nature and must be specified for a certain project and the total 
proceeds be disbursed for that project alone? 

Answer: This is a Chapter matter, however, if the Chapter 
desires to put on a money-making project for some specific purpose, 
and so states at the meeting, then the proceeds must go to that 
project. (Approved). 
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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS FROM THE FLOOR 
OF GRAND CHAPTER 

Question 1: When a member has been suspended for non-payment 
of dues and wishes to be reinstated, are the accrued dues just those 
to the time of suspension or until the new petition is presented? 

Answer: Accrued dues at time of suspension plus one dollar 
reinstatement fee. 

Question 2: Would a member who held a demit be allowed to 
reside in an O.E.S. Home? 

Answer: No. Must have 10 years’ continuous membership in 
Saskatchewan. 

(Moved by John A. MacK. Wells, P.G.P., seconded by Isabella 
Jolly, P.G.M., that original motion re membership be rescinded. 
Carried. 

Moved by Gladys M. Rogers, A.G.M., seconded by Ethyle E. 
Hirsch, Grand Conductress, that the Personnel Committee be given 
a freer hand in admitting a sister or brother into our Homes. 
Carried. 

Question 3: (a) May a member of the Supreme Grand Chapter of 
Scotland, the Independent Grand Chapter of New York or the 
Independent Grand Chapter of New Jersey become a member in 
our General Grand Jurisdiction by affiliation, or must they be 
initiated? 

Answer: Yes, if they have the same affiliation as ours. 

(, b ) Is the Macoy Ritual used in any one of these other Grand 
Jurisdictions? 

Answer: New York and New Jersey. 

Question 4 (a): May a secretary, being elected out of time, be 
elected and installed at the same stated meeting? 

(b): May one of the first four officers, being elected out of time, 
be elected and installed at the same stated meeting? 

Answer: (a ) Yes. 

(6): Yes. 

Question 5: Is it correct that as members of the Order of the East¬ 
ern Star we take a stand in support of the principle of racial segre¬ 
gation? 

Answer: No person with Ethiopian blood can be elected or 
initiated into membership. G.G. Ch. 1922. 
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Question 6: Can a Worthy Matron grant a demit between Chap- 
ter meetings or must the request come before the Chapter? 

Answer: No. Constitution, page 38, sec. 18. 

Question 7: Is the Worthy Grand Matron the supreme authority 
in this Grand Jurisdiction? Is she when Grand Chapter is in session? 

Answer: Yes, from the time Grand Chapter closes until it re' 
convenes, when her year’s deliberations are brought before the 
Grand Session for approval. Constitution, Art. 9, sec. D. 

Question 8: When does a candidate receive the Constitution and 
By-laws during initiation? 

Answer: When she signs By-laws after initiation. 


Question 9: When a sister becomes a member of a Chapter by 
affiliation without receiving her demit from her original Chapter 
which is in another Grand Jurisdiction, is she a member of both 
Chapters? 

Answer: No. Constitution, page 36, sec. 13. 

Question 10: When is the Bible opened for the Installation 
Ceremony? 

Answer: Ritual, page 97, paragraph 2. 

Question 11: Is it correct to install appointive officers out of 
time? 

Answer: Yes, if they are unable to attend installation. 

Question 12: Please explain procedure for electing D.D.G.M. 

Answer: See Constitution, page 15, Art. 10. Same procedure as 
for any officer. 

Question 13: Is it correct for an officer of a Chapter to serve also 
as soloist? 

Answer: Yes, provided a substitute officer takes her place if she 
sings during initiation. 

Question 14: Is Grand Chapter going to pay expenses of the 
D.D.G.M.’s to attend the two sessions and to visit each Chapter 
in her district, or is it the duty of Chapters to pay her expenses? 

Answer: No. D.D.G.M.’s do not officially visit Chapters unless 
so requested by the W.G.M., at which time her expenses are paid. 
Constitution, Art. 10, page 16. 
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Question 15: After the Conductress is instructed to attend at the 
Altar, when is the Chapter called up? 

Answer: Immediately. Ritual, page 41, fine print. 

Question 16: Does the Secretary give the petition of a candidate 
to the Chairman of the Investigating Committee? 

Answer: No. 

Question 17: Can a Worthy Matron appoint a non member on 
her committee for the examination of visitors? On her Teller’s 
Committee for election of officers if there are members available? 

Answer: No. Not on examination of visitors. She may appoint 
a visitor on Teller’s committee. 

Question 18: Would like to know if in some way No. 2 in “Irregul- 
arities” could be changed so that in the small towns the small 
Chapters could participate on organizing and canvassing in such 
worthwhile cause as the cancer drive. 

Answer: See Book of Instructions, Art. 14, page 2. This does not 
deter individual members from entering into worthwhile activities 
and your Chapters donating to any worthy cause, if they so desire. 

Question 19: If Past Patron is elected Associate Patron or Worthy 
Patron, is he entitled to two votes if present at Grand Chapter? 

Answer: Yes. One for himself and one for the Chapter. 

Question 20: If Sec. 1 in Book of Instructions means what it says, 
please clarify Sec. 15. Are Grand Officers not supposed to be an 
example to the subordinate Chapters? Why can they wear colored 
dresses? 

Answer: Our Grand Officers are wearing white, both Monday 
night and today, Tuesday. 

(Moved by Isabella Jolly, P.G.M., that the blessing of this 
Grand Chapter go with Sister Gladys and her Grand Chapter 
Officers tonight and if necessary, that we bring in 90 days previous 
to our Grand Chapter next year a motion to amend the Book of 
Instructions and to clarify it, and that Sister Gladys come in all this 
lovely color tonight, and that we look on her and not at the clothes 
she is wearing, but what is in her heart as we know her in the Eastern 
Star. This motion was seconded by Blanche O. Gardner, P.G.M. 
Carried .) 

Question 21: Our By-laws state that if a person demits during 
the year, the remainder of the year’s dues shall be returned. If a 
member demits in March and has only then paid his dues, should he 
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pay for January to March, or should he pay the full year and have a 
portion returned? The end result is the same but which is the proper 
method of handling this? 

Answer: Chapter matter. 

Question 22: Is it permissible for the Conductress of one Chapter 
to take Conductress’ place in another Chapter for initiation? This 
request has been made by a Conductress whose sister is to be the 
candidate. 

Answer: Yes, with the consent of the Conductress of the Chap^ 
ter. Proceedings, 1945, page 54. 

Question 23: In Installation when the Marshal conducts an officer 
to her station, does she return to her former position at the head 
of the line of officers or does she remain at the officer’s station 
(whom she has just escorted) until the I. O. informs her to present 
the next officer who is to be installed? 

Answer: Marshal returns to head of line. Ritual, page 94, line 
3, par. 2. 

Question 24: Does Grand Chapter turn over nearly $1,000 to 
cancer without having a representative attend cancer meetings? 
If so, why should subordinate Chapters not be represented in their 
own communities? 

Answer: A Chapter cannot affiliate, but a member may attend 
on their own. See Book of Instructions, page 2, Art. 14. 

Question 25: Do all dispensations have to be read before the 
reading of the minutes? (Dispensations such as for installating one 
of first four officers out of time). 

Answer: Suggest they be read with communications. 

Question 26: In Installation, does the Marshal remain at the 
head of the line of officers, or does she advance to each one? In 
Book of Instructions, par. 140, page 23, when presenting Star 
Points, the Marshal advances to Adah, giving a signal to rise, the 
Star points follow with Adah. What does the Marshal do when she 
comes to the Warder and Sentinel? 

Answer: Gives them signal to rise and proceeds as per Ritual, 
page 101, par. 3, of fine print, at bottom of page. 

Question 27: When Sentinel gives an alarm, and Warder reports 
to W.M., ascertains the cause, reports again to W.M., is the Sister 
admitted without further raps? 

Answer: After Bible is opened, doors are never opened without 
raps. 
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Question 28: How can we be sure that all our guests retire before 
the Ritualistic opening of Grand Chapter? 

Answer: We would hope that all who were not members would 
retire. 

Question 29: Why is it necessary for Esther to change her ribbon 
from left to right shoulder for initiation? 

Answer: Book of Instructions, page 3, par. 27; also page 18, 
par. 95. 

Question 30 (a): Chapter A received a letter from Chapter B 
which stated that B had accepted a petition from a young lady 
who has been employed in Chapter A’s town for over a year. They 
wished a waiver of Jurisdiction. Is this necessary? 

( b ) Can a Waiver of Jurisdiction be granted without coming 
before Chapter at a stated meeting? 

Answer (a): Candidate not eligible to petition B. Constitution, 
page 35, sec. 12. 

( b ): No. Constitution, page 31, sec. b. 

Question 31: Please clarify the placing of the Bible on the Altar. 
Should the Bible not be in the centre of the Altar always? 

Answer: Wording of Question 11, page 95, in 1958 Proceedings 
is not too clear. Your committee feel that the word of God should 
be in the centre of the Altar and our lives. Approved, April 28, 
Grand Session. 

Question 32: The acceptance of the office of D.D.G.M. is taken 
because the members sincerely interested in the work of the O.E.S. 
A capable person is often forced to decline due to expenses involved; 
for example, attending Grand Chapter. Is there any financial 
assistance given them from Grand Chapter? 

Answer: No. 

Question 33: In the Ritual it states that Star Points may use 
gestures during their lectures, for initiation. Our Chapter has not 
used this practice. Could the W. M. have the Star Points use the 
gestures providing all use their own signs? 

Answer: Follow directions in Ritual, page 49, par. 2.

REPORT OF THE TRAVELLING STAR 

Bessie Knight, W.M. (46) 

Worthy Grand Matron, Worthy Grand Patron, Distinguished 
East, Sisters and Brothers: 

It is with a great deal of pleasure that I present to this Grand 
Chapter Session a report on our Travelling Star. In addition, I 
bring warm fraternal greetings from Manitou Chapter No. 46, 
Watrous.

REPORT OF HOME FUND COMMITTEE 

by J. Murdoch McLeod, P.G.P., Chairman, read by J. MacK. Wells, 

P.G.P. 

Worthy Grand Matron, Worthy Grand Patron, Distinguished 
East, Sisters and Brothers: 

It is my duty as Chairman of The Home Fund Committee to 
submit for your consideration, the Report for 1958-59. During the 
past year there has been no further construction in so far as addi¬ 
tional homes are concerned, nor does the Committee anticipate 
any further construction in the near future. As most of you know, 
we have two personnel committees, one at Saskatoon, and one at 
Regina, and reports will be given by each of these committees 
during this Session. These committees deal with matters relating 
to the admission of members to the Homes. We have also two 
committees whose duties are to look after the care and maintenance 
of the properties, and all expenditures which are made in connection 
with the upkeep of same must be approved of by the Finance 
Committee. At the last meeting of The Home Fund Committee 
held in the City of Regina, we deemed it advisable that for the 
future, the chairman of the personnel committees, the chairman of 
the Board of Trustees and the chairman of the finance committee, 
should meet with the home fund committee as there are so often 
matters arising which are of interest to these respective com¬ 
mittees. 

There is one matter upon which I would like to give you as 
complete information as possible and that is in connection with the 
agreement which we have with the Department of Social Welfare 
and Rehabilitation. This relates to the operation of our two pro¬ 
jects, Star Court at Saskatoon and Star Crescent at Regina. In 
order that we may qualify for annual maintenance grant of $40.00 
per annum per bed or $40.00 per annum for each self contained unit. 
These grants are made to the Homes which are operated by a 
municipal, church or charitable organization. This grant assists 
materially in providing for maintenance. The Department recog¬ 
nizes the valuable contribution our Order is giving to housing and 
care of senior citizens and we also feel that the general public is 
aware of the function of our organization and the fact that Grand 
Chapter, through its members, contributes financially to these

projects to make available accommodation for needy persons, and 
at a very low rental rate. Thus, the projects under our ownership 
and management are not only non-profit ventures, but are sub¬ 
sidized by our membership. The contributions from members to 
the fund for the past year amounted to $9,899.45. 

In the Preamble to the Agreement which we have entered into 
with the Provincial Department, it is stated clearly as follows: 
That the Order of the Eastern Star operates and maintains Star 
Crescent, Regina, and Star Court, at Saskatoon, as housing pro¬ 
jects for the care of needy persons as may be determined by our 
Order in the Province of Saskatchewan. This wording “as may be 
determined by the Party of the First Part” leaves the selection of 
tenants entirely in the hands of the Order of the Eastern Star. 
This places the responsibility of the selection of tenants at the 
discretion of the Home Fund Committee and provides our Order 
with sufficient scope to give preference to members of the Order. 
The Department accepts the principle of our Order that these two 
projects were constructed primarily for the benefit of our members 
and there is no objection to such members being given preference. 
In fact our Agreement gives us full authority to select tenants in 
accordance with the policy of the Home Fund Committee. In 
connection with the legacy received from the Estate of the late 
Winfred Garnett of Sceptre, your Board of Trustees recommended 
that $18,000.00 of this bequest be set up in a fund by itself and 
from the income derived, we are in a position to pay Mrs. Garnett 
the sum of $50.00 per month. The balance of the estate amounting 
to approximately $20,000.00 is also to be kept in a separate fund. 
This has been done to conform with the minutes of settlement 
approved of by the Court and also complies with the terms of the 
late Winfred Garnett’s will. The question of a suitable memorial 
to the late Brother Garnett was discussed very fully at our last 
meeting and we finally decided that one of the cottages be named 
“Garnett” Cottage and that a name plate be placed thereon accord¬ 
ingly. A special committee was named to investigate the nature of 
the name plate and further special committee was appointed to 
investigate the possible cost of the entrances to the Regina and 
Saskatoon homes. 

According to the statement which I received from the chairman 
of the board of trustees as of February 28th, 1959, there is in the 
Home Fund, including the Garnett Estate, bonds and shares to 
the value of $40,075.00. All bonds and securities of the Home Fund 
are held in a safety deposit box in the Royal Bank of Canada, 
Main Branch, Regina, with the trustees having access to same. 
You will note in the report of the board of trustees that they recom¬ 
mend that this listing be printed in our report for the information 
of all sisters and brothers in this Grand Jurisdiction. 

I would like at this time to thank all members of the committee 
for the very fine co-operation which I received during the past year. 
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Moved for acceptance by J. MacKay Wells, P.G.P., seconded 
by H. K. Halldorson, A.G.P. Carried.

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REPORT OF THE FRATERNAL CORRESPONDENT 

1959 

The Associate Grand Matron, the associate Grand Conductress 
and Grand Conductress, in performing the duties of Fraternal 
Correspondents, submit this report with a sincere feeling of appreci¬ 
ation for the opportunity ft: has “afforded us to travel by way of the 
various proceedings among our Grand Chapters and subordinate 
Chapters throughout the World. Perhaps the most difficult part 
of the assignment was for us, after reading about so many beautiful 
and inspirational meetings, to make this report as brief as possible. 
It has been most interesting and educational, and we feel confident 
the knowledge we have gained will be of unlimited value to us. 

To select from the great wealth of material that has come to us 
throughout the year and give a complete report would be an 
impossibility. So like the humble gleaner Ruth, we have gathered 
here a little and there a little trusting that you may gain at least an 
idea of the wonderful work that is being done by our Order. 

Indeed our Eastern Star is more than an Order. It is a force for 
good, and each Jurisdiction can be praised for Charity and Loving 
Kindness. While the localities, country and people differ in many 
respects, we are all held together by the same teachings, our aims 
are the same. Patriotism and fraternalism walk hand in hand in all 
Grand Chapter sessions. 

The reasons for our Order’s beginning and its purposes were 
clear. Dr. Robert Morris, the founder, began our order with a vision 
for the Truth and the influence it could have upon it’s seekers. The 
tremendous influence and benefits it provides as the largest fraternal 
organization in the world to which both men and women belong, is 
an inspiring fact. 

Our Order is international and is governed by four sovereign 
bodies. 

The General Grand Chapter, organized in 1876, meets triennially 
and has jurisdiction over the United States, Canada, and subordin¬ 
ate chapters in Cuba, Alaska, Canal Zone, Guam, Bermuda, Puerto 
Rico, Hawaii, Mexico, the Yukon, Japan, Philippine Islands, China, 
Germany and Okinawa. The Robert Morris Ritual is used and is 
printed in English and Spanish. 

The Supreme Grand Chapter of Scotland has jurisdiction over 
Scotland, India, S. Africa, New Zealand, Australia, England and 
Ireland. They meet for a one day session semi-annually. 

The Independent Grand Chapter of New York meets annually 
and uses the McCoy Ritual. Their star is placed with the white 
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point at the top and this symbol is protected by a patent so that 
no other can use this position of the Star. 

The Grand Chapter of New Jersey meets annually and uses a 
modified form of our General Grand Chapter Ritual. 

In Washington stands our Eastern Star International Temple, 
a symbol of the presence of the Order of the Eastern Star in a 
national and international theme of life. 

On every Altar, the Holy Bible is reverently placed and opened 
ever reminding us that our Order is founded on a belief in God. 
In each Grand Session the first Guest of Honor is the National 
Flag and flies side by side with the State flag, the Christian Flag 
and the Eastern Star Flag. 

The Principles of our Order are certainly well exemplified 
through the many projects of our Chapters. More than five million 
dollars are spent annually for the maintenance of Eastern Star and 
Masonic Homes, Crippled Children’s Hospitals, overseas Welfare, 
Cancer research and Care, Blood Banks, Educational Loan Funds, 
Veterans Welfare and others. 

The Young People of our Nation are our greatest asset. They 
are our nation’s future. Our Estarl program is a monument to our 
high ideals, and is giving untold assistance to many of our young 
men and women who are dedicating their lives to the service of our 
Lord. 

Most jurisdictions support Homes for the Aged and Children. 
It is impossible to enumerate the personal and material things that 
are done for the Hospitals and Homes by Chapters and individuals. 

The Youth Organizations took their place in our Proceedings by 
sending or bringing greetings from the DeMolay, the Rainbow Girls 
and Jobs Daughters. These groups made substantial financial con¬ 
tributions to the Order and in many states along with their spiritual 
contributions to those around them. 

I would like to list a few interesting gleanings from some of the 
Proceedings which we have reviewed. 

Alaska—has a Chapter so isolated that it can be reached only by 
plane. 

British Columbia—leads all other Grand Jurisdictions in Cancer 
Dressing work. 

Georgia—members to get a proficiency certificate must take a 
written test of 90 questions and make a grade of at least 80%. 
The Grand Chapter purchased a complete motion picture camera 
and equipment to be used at each Grand Chapter to keep records 
for the Archives. 
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Indiana—has a ceremony for parents to dedicate their babies to the 
principles of our Order. 1,382 dedicated last year. 

Iowa—one chapter uses a Bible published in 1812. 

Kentucky—the Grand Secretary for 17 years is a grand-daughter 
of Robert Morris. 

District of Columbia—has 100% contributing membership to Inter¬ 
national Temple Fund. 

Maryland—museum table purchased to hold historical items and 
jewels. 

Michigan—oldest chapter in the world, held 91 sessions. They 
adopted 25 Korean refugee children, placed them in an orphan¬ 
age in Pusan. 

Nova Scotia—holds a two day Grand session. It is the baby Grand 
Chapter, but in eleven years has grown from 23 to 61 Chapters. 

Puerto Rico—smallest Grand Chapter, having only twelve chapters. 
Three chapters work in English and rest in Spanish. 

Scotland—the Mother of Queen Elizabeth is a member. 

Texas—a corsage tree used at an Eastern Star Home party, all 
corsages made of dollar bills. Graves of all deceased Grand 
Matrons were being located and suitably marked with an 
Eastern Star Plaque. 

Washington—Grand Chapter honored the oldest member, 94 years 
of age, only charter member of the Worthy Grand Matron’s 
chapter still living, 64 years a member of the Star. 

In expressing our appreciation, we wish to include our Grand 
Secretary, Sister Ethel, who was very prompt in sending us the 
proceedings, which gave us sufficient time to complete our work. 

Worthy Grand Matron, Sister Audrey, we are happy to have 
had this privilege of serving.

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ALABAMA —58th session, known as the Holy Bible Session opened Oct. 19th 
in Montgomery. It was dedicated to the father of the Worthy Grand Matron. 
Motto: A Prayer—A Deed—A Smile. Setting for the beautiful Memorial service 
and the sessions was a six foot white cross flanked on either side by stained glass 
windows and beautiful flowers. The gavel was made by the W.G.M.’s husband 
from Acacia wood from their plantation. Educational Loan fund made available 
to Ninety-two students since its inception in 1946. Funds supported were Home 
Relief, Building, and Educational. 

Chapters—301. Membership 31,372 Gain—298. 

ALBERTA —47th session, held in the Banff Elementary School Auditorium 
on June 3, 4, 5, was called The Ruth Session. Motto: Others. Civic welcome was 
given by Park Superintendent Harry Dempster. One chapter has three generations 
of one family as members. A beautiful scene depicting Ruth in the fields of Boaz 
with extended hands showing Boaz how small were her gleanings. Home fund 
collected $26,994.93. One more unit was built in Calgary. They are looking forward 
to building the next unit with a view to being able to care for patients who cannot 
look after themselves. 

Chapters—101. Membership—9,274. Gain—161. 

ARKANSAS —The 82nd Esther Session was held at Little Rock in December. 
The Worthy Grand Matron held schools of instruction preceding her official 
visits. Each subordinate Chapter pays $2.00 with the per capita tax to finance the 
proficiency test work. Seven hundred and sixty received certificates for proficiency 
test exams. 

231 Chapters have 25,816 members, gain of 46.

Intertwined with flowers, it slowly revolved during the 
sessions. The Supreme Guardian of Job’s Daughters lives in Arizona. Improve¬ 
ments were completed at The Home. Worthy Grand Matron’s project was the 
International Temple Fund. Forty-eight 50 year memberships were presented 
during the year. Gifts and money were sent to the residents in the Homes. 

Chapters: 46. Membership: 10,548. Gain: 325. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA —Session of the Stars, the 47th Annual Meeting of 
the Grand Chapter, was held in Georgia Auditorium, Vancouver. The colours 
chosen by The Worthy Grand Matron, red, green and silver, were used to advant¬ 
age in the Sessions decorations. The Worthy Grand Matron personally visited 
each of the 84 chapters. Four new chapters were constituted. Free Cancer Dress¬ 
ing, Aid to Cancer Research, Estarl, O.E.S. International Temple Fund and a 
special scholarship Fund were included in their Benevolent work.

CALIFORNIA —The 85th Annual Session held at Sacramento. The back 
drop in the East depicted three Cathedral windows, separated by silver hangings; 
rose and white chrysanthemums decorated the stage. 95 District Deputy Grand 
Matrons attended the School of Instruction which lasted four days, with the Grand 
Floor Officers exemplifying the work. There are 77 guests in the Home; average 
age of the residents is 82 plus. 35mm colored slides of the Home are available to 
be shown by Public Relations Committee. Dedication of the Infirmary to the 
Home. $16,354.00 realized from sale of Eastern Star Charity Seals, money to be 
used for the running of the Infirmary. Esther in each sub-ordinate chapter 
served as Blood Bank Chairman in her chapter; 1202 pints blood obtained, 234 
names on file for a walking blood bank. Cancer dressing Stations made 765,084 
dressings, also trachea bibs for Lost Chord Group; members gave 96,000 working 
hours. 

571 Chapters have 164,820 members, increase of 1221. 
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CONNECTICUT —The 84th Annual Session was lovingly dedicated to the 
Members of the Masonic Home and Hospital. The Worthy Grand Matrons 
Corsage Fund netted $523.00; she also requested Vesper Services, collections 
amounted to $3,271.00, from which each Member of the Masonic Home received 
$72.00 for spending money during the year. 3,064 pounds of clothing sent to Korea 
and to Germany. Fifty seven fifty year pins were presented. Nine Chapters with 
more than five hundred members. 

104 chapters have 28,755 members; increase of 932. 

DELAWARE —The 37th “Starlight” session met May 26, and 27th. Corsage 
money was used to help Crippled children of the state: $145. Hundreds of pounds 
of clothes were sent to Germany. Some of the grateful letters were printed in the 
proceedings. “Estarl Fund” committee accepted one candidate and decided to 
pay him $300.00 a year for five years. Class “A” Star or “Class B” cards are 
issued chapters after the visit of the Grand lecturer during year. 500 hours of 
service were given to the Veterans’ hospital. This included visits, donations of 
hobby materials and escorting patients. $205 donated for payment on “Pace¬ 
maker” heart machine.

State has D.D.G. Patrons as well 
as Matrons. Civil Defence Committee of Grand Chapter, promoting activities 
pertaining to program in First Aid, Home Nursing, etc. Eight Chapters consti¬ 
tuted, six instituted.

WASHINGTON —The 70th “Friendship Garden Session” convened in the 
Memorial Field House College in Tacoma on June 26, 27and 28, 1958. All decora¬ 
tions were in garden motifs. Six feet high American beauty roses symbolizing love 
were surrounded by the motto “Faith and Fellowship in Friendship’s Garden”. A 
real waterfall with water lilies at the base was placed in front of the dais in the Grand 
East. A large illuminated star in the west had colored cellophane in appropriate 
colors on each point. The distinguished member being honored was the only 
living charter member of the W.G.M.’s Chapter. She was 94 years old and had 
been a member 64 years. The session was dedicated to the 50 year members. The 
largest chapter has 824 members. Both W.G.M. and W.G.P. belong to chapters 
over 50 years old. 

Chapters: 240. Membership: 61,007. Loss: 94. 
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WEST VIRGINIA=The 54th Session held in Charleston. Fourteen fifty-year 
pins were presented. In welfare work 3,989 pounds of clothing sent to Germany. 
334 pints of blood given by members. 4,402 hours of volunteer time given on 
Welfare projects. 

131 chapters have 30,089 members with a gain of 644. 

WISCONSIN —The 68th “Era of Harmony” Session was held at Milwaukee 
in September, Harmony being the theme of the year. One hundred and seventy 
members completed fifty years of membership. 38 awards granted for Estarl, 18 
were given the recipient for the first time. The Grand Family travelled to dif¬ 
ferent sections of the state to exemplify the initiatory work. 

271 chapters have 59,674 members, loss 277. 

WYOMING —The 61st “Jerusalem Hills Session” convened in Cody, June 4 
and 5, 1958. The sessions were dedicated to the Worthy Grand Matron’s husband 
who died while they were visiting their daughter in Jordon. Scripture guidance: 
1 will lift up mine eyes unto the hills from whence cometh my help. Room was 
decorated in keeping with the name with a backdrop depicting the historic hills 
of Jerusalem. Camels and olive trees by an ancient stone well depicted bible 
scenes. 37 50-year pins were presented. Four students were given Estarl awards. 
Favors were minature camels and candle holders made from Olive wood brought 
back from Jerusalem. The Governor of the state spoke of the work done in mental 
hospitals and penal institutions and rehabilitation centre. A group of Bethal girls 
dressed in gold lame dresses executed a very beautiful oriental dance honoring 
Jerusalem. 

Chapters: 50. Membership: 1,573. Gain: 52. 

VERMONT —The 86th “Love Thy Neighbor Session” convened in the Rutland 
Armoury, June 4 and 5th, 1958. The sessions were dedicated to the faithful 
Worthy matrons and Worthy Patrons to the Grand Jurisdiction. A beautiful 
Friendship quilt was a gift to the Worthy Grand Matron and was suspended on 
the wall in the Grand East. In front of it hung a replica of the Open Holy Bible. 
The motto: “Love Thy Neighbor as Thyself” was suspended in large letters on 
the West wall. Five scholarships were granted from Estarl funds. 

Chapters: 93. Membership: 13,014. Decrease: 32. 

VIRGINIA —The 54th Crown and Sceptre Session held in Richmond. Two 
Chapters have Mother and Son serving as Worthy Matron and Worthy Patron. 
Ten student loans of $400.00 given, eighteen scholarships for Estarl. 

170 chapters have 26,470 members gain 461. 
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APPROVED RECOMMENDATIONS AND DECISIONS 
(Not included in other forms) 

1918. 

That all subordinate chapters practice form of examination of 
visitors in Chapter Room often, so that all members may become 
familiar with it. 

1920. 

That each Chapter present a small badge to the candidate after 
initiation. 

That lectures on Order of the Eastern Star work be given when 
there is no initiation for information. 

That a special Order of the Eastern Star day be set apart for the 
raising of funds for the Home Fund, each Chapter making its own 
arrangements. 

That Grand Representatives be asked to give a talk or paper 
on their Jurisdiction, under Good of the Order. 

1922. 

Any Sister who has been installed as Worthy Matron is entitled 
to the title of Past Matron. 

1923. 

That the Worthy Matron consider it a part of her duty to see 
that those who receive the degrees are sufficiently instructed in the 
Ritualistic work to pass a creditable examination wherever it may 
be necessary. 

That supplies purchased by the Chapters should be purchased 
through the office of the Grand Secretary for the sake of uniformity 
and to help the revenue of the Grand Chapter. 

1927. 

That Chapters may give public affairs, viz; concerts, plays, 
garden parties, etc., invitations to be issued for dances or card 
parties or sale of tickets by members to those for whom they can 
vouch. 

1928. 

That each Chapter have an Historian, whose duty it shall be to 
keep a short history of the Chapters’ activities or events not 
recorded in the minutes. 

1929. 

A Past Matron or Patron of a Chapter who may later become a 
Worthy Matron or Worthy Patron of the same Chapter, or of 
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another Chapter after affiliation, is entitled to one vote as presiding 
officer and one vote as a Past Officer. (Ruling given by Mildred 
Schanbacker, P.M.W.G.M.) 

Names of members liable for suspension shall be read in open 
chapter. 

1930. 

A person too deaf to hear and understand the initiation work is 
not eligible for membership in the Order of the Eastern Star. 

1931. 

That expenses of Grand Marshal be allowed for attending 
Constitution. 

That expenses of Special and Standing Committees be allowed 
for travelling and necessary hotel expenses in order to attend 
committee meetings. 

1933. 

Chapters shall examplify the initiatory work at least three 
times a year, even if there are no candidates. 

The By-laws shall be read at least once a year in Chapter. 

1935. 

That one evening be set aside by Chapters to read and consider 
Grand Chapter Proceedings. 

1936. 

That the Grand Secretary notify the first four officers of Grand 
Chapter in case of death of a Grand Officer, Past Grand Officer or 
General Grand Officer. 

That when presenting the Flag at the Altar, the Marshal stand 
at attention during the singing of the National Anthem. 

That expenses of Grand Secretary be paid for attending Insti¬ 
tutions. 

1938. 

That Chapter By-laws must state time of vacation definitely as 
July and August or January and February. 

1939. 

That each Worthy Matron as soon after installation as possible 
make and plan programs for the year’s meetings, endeavouring as 
far as possible to include each member, that he or she may have a 
definite part in some program during the year. 
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1940. 

Grand Chapter pays the hotel expenses only of visiting Worthy 
Grand Matrons and Worthy Grand Patrons. 

All questions to be referred to Jurisprudence Committee must 
be in writing and filed with that committtee not later than noon of 
the first day of Grand Chapter Session. 

1941. 

Any approved Rules of Order, not dealing with Amendments of 
Constitution and Books of Instructions, shall be subject to change 
at any Grand Chapter Session upon motion by a two-thirds affirm¬ 
ative vote of members present. 

1943. 

By vote of Grand Chapter, Chapters are not allowed to hold 
raffles. 

V 

1946. 

That this Grand Chapter replace, at the Grand Chapter’s 
expense, all property turned over to them from Chapters who have 
cause to surrender their Charters, and who again desire to reinstitute 
a new Chapter in the same town or city. 

That all recommendations submitted to any Session of this 
Grand Chapter and which are related to the Constitution and Laws, 
or the work of the Order, and have not been regularly submitted to 
the membership of the Grand Chapter be tabled until the next 
Annual Grand Chapter Sessions, and only after due notification 
has been submitted to the membership for their consideration. 

1954. 

That the subordinate Chapters be notified of the death of a 
Grand Officer. 

1955. 

That the following be placed in order of Business: (1) Reading 
of Treasurer’s report, directly after reading of Minutes; (2) Recep¬ 
tion of Affiliates, preceding Conferring of Degrees. 

1956. 

That Memorial Service used at Grand Chapter to be the same 
as per Book of Instructions. 

That a receipt for dues not older than the previous year be 
presented to Credential Committee for registration at Grand 
Chapter. 

1957. 

That all forms and books which are out-dated be revised to 
conform with the Ritual and Constitution. 
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1959. 

That Subordinate Chapter Secretaries send the latest copy of 
By-laws to Worthy Grand Matron and Grand Secretary for their 
files. 

That a new Digest of General Grand Chapter Decisions be 
ordered for the Worthy Grand Matron. One on hand out of date. 

That Memorial Page be included in our Proceedings as a Tribute 
in Memoriam to our departed Past Grand Matron and Past Grand 
Patrons. 

That a picture of Sister Blanche O. Gardner, P.G.M., member 
of Peace Garden Committee of General Grand Chapter be included 
in our Proceedings. 

That pictures of the Grand Officers and District Deputy Grand 
Matrons be included in our Proceedings in place of the Associate 
Grand Matron and Associate Grand Patron. 

That Chapters avoid using lighted candles in our Chapter rooms 
due to fire hazard.
